Petrograd, March 1(5, via London, March 17.— 
The autocracy, which has held Russia in its grip sine* 
the beginning of history, fell today . T he'house ol 
Romanoff, which has ruled the empire for -IOO years 
came to an end with the abdication of Nicholas ll 
perhaps the weakest representative of his line. 
A rumor is circulated tonight of the death of tht 
little son of the emperor. Although apparent froir 
the beginning of the revolution that the removal o1 
the monarch was inevitable, the actual fact so sud­ 
denly accomplished was an overwhelming surprise 
Within four hours after the abdication.Grand 
Duke ’Michael, who automatically became regent, the 
crowds in the streets tore the imperial insignia from 
the winter palace and the front of buildings on the 
main thoroughfare. In a short time all the emblems 
of the empire lay in the dust. 
Just what form the ne w government will assume 
is indefinite . For the moment entire authority is 
%/ 
with the duma executive committee and the cabine! 
headed by Prince Lvoff, who, according to some fore­ 
casts, will be president of the new republic. 
It is believed that until the convocation of a con­ 
stitutional assembly power will pass into the hands 
of the new cabinet, which will present the spectacle 
of a government without a supreme head. 
A decision as to whether Grand Duke Michael 
Alexandrovitch shall occupy the Russian throne has 
been left to a plebiscite by the people, according ti 
the grand duke’s manifesto. In some quarters this 
is taken to mean the grand duke doesn’t intend to ac­ 
cept the regency temporarily, but only after holding 
an election . 
The whereabouts of Emperor Nicholas are doubt­ 
ful. It is reported that he is a prisoner in the house 
of parliament, also that he is confined in a monastery 
at Pskoff, where he signed his abdication at the de­ 
mand of the dunia’s committee. The empress and the 
crown prince are reported safe in Finland. 
The Russian garrison at the fortress of Sveaborg 
which defends Helingfors, is reported to have muti­ 
nied and refused to join the revolution.

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The wolf pack that is pursuing Senator Stone a t this time is com­ 
posed of the same individual wolves that have at every opportunity 
during the past twenty years endeavored with fiendish ingenuity to 
discredit him before the people. 
They have always failed in the past, 
as is amply demonstrated by the position to which he has risen in 
public life despite their attacks, and they will fail now, even though 
they are united as never before in their common object. 
The allegations that they are making day after day are so palpably 
unfounded that they hardly need denial, were it not for the fact that 
their constant repetition may deceive many not thoroughly conversant 
with the exaef situation. Senator Stone did not vote against the armed 
neutrality bill, neither did he take part in any filibuster against it, nor 
in any way strive to block its passage. 
He was opposed to the Dili 
as reported by the committee, and w*as in favor of an amendment to 
it, stipulating that no ships carrying munitions of war should he armed. 
Ile made a speech advocating this amendment, and; so it is said by 
other senators, it was one of the greatest constitutional addresses de­ 
livered in the senate in many years. 
Neither did Senator Stone divulge the secrets of the navy depart­ 
ment as has been alleged again and again by those barking at his heels. 
What he stated regarding* the plans for arming ships was simply a 
repetition of suggestions that had been made in the public press re­ 
garding the use of an invention by the son of john Hays Hammond. 
And this has been hailed as “treason” by the very papers that had 
published the same thing days before. 
The truth of the whole matter 
is that the enemies of Senator Stone have seized upon the incidents 
of the night and day w hen this bill was up for consideration to discredit 
the man that they have hated for nearly a quarter of a century, and 
whose greatness has been a constant thorn in the flesh to them during

Congressmen Shackelford and Decker voted against the bill iii the 
house and yet they have not been subjected to one-thousandth part of

Senator Stone’s whole career is a refutation of the charges that are 
being made against him. 
His record for the past four years as the 
principal supporter of the president in the senate is answer in full 
to the allegations that he is unfriendly to him. 
The records of the 
senate do not show one instance where Senator Stone has voted in 
opposition'to the president’s wishes during the entire four years that 
the latter has heed in the White House . That Senator Stone has been 
and is true and loyal and that he did nothing during the consideration 
of the armed neutrality bill that he should not have done—believing 
as he did—and that he has the respect and friendship and the confidence 
of his colleagues was demonstrated unmistakably when th e f re-elected 
him chairman of the committee on foreign relations without a dissenting 


vote at a time w hen the wolves’ cry w as loudest. 
The newspapers that have been the leaders in the relentless and 
pitiless attacks on him are the New York World, the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, both owned by the Pulitzer estate, and the Kansas City Star, 
which belongs to the estate of the late William R. Nelson.

For this he drew upon his head the wrath of Mr. Pulitzer, who de­ 
posed him from hts position in spite of the fact that he had a contiac 
running for a term of years at, so it is said, a salary of $10,000 a year. 
Mr. Pulitzer preferred to sacrifice the unearned sum represented by 
the contract rather than permit his paper-to advocate th- policies for 
which Mr. Sione Hood, a r o i n t words in commendation of him.

theory in the world. 
Michael Romanoff, first of tlu: family to reign in Russia, was elected 
to the place front among Hie people in 1613, and Catherine, courtesan 
and murderess, who cemented th<* rule, was tile daughter of a peasant. 
And today those of hor strain are not permitted to marry, even with the 
nobility, without renouncing their royal rights. 
The Hohenzollcrns of Germany were not always kings or emper­ 
ors. Time was wrhen they were merely chiefs of a petty Teutonic clan, 
vassals of the real lords of the land. 
But with iron hands they forced 
themselves upward and became rulers themselves, and then their blood, 
it seems, changed in color as well as texture. 
It became royal and 
purple and they, too, set themselves apart from their fellows as made 
of different clay. And the people have always swallowed this doctrine 
eagerly and are firmer believers in it than are the royal folks them­ 


selves. 
The whole truth is that once in about a hundred years every 
dynasty in every monarchy on earth should be shaken loose from 
their sinecures and a new- one started by the selection of some extra 
strong representative of the populace as head of the state.

an,” and Gen. Bennett IL Young, 


who was four times elected coni- 
inander-iiwhief of the United Con­ 
federate 
V eiClans. 
They 
raised 
about $29,000, converting the tract 
into the Jefferson Davis park, and 
it is upon a summit of this park 
that it is proposed to 
erect 
me 
monument. 
Gen. George W . Littlo- 
ticdd, of Austin, Texas, announced 
that he will guarantee an amount 
auf I bien! to instil* the completion 
of the project if,others would as­ 
sume a fair share .and Gen. Julian 
S. Carr, of Durham, 
N. 
has 
agreed to assume a fun her large 
share of the expense. 
In the mean­ 
time a campaign for further funds 
is in progress, and designs for the 
monument have been prepared with 
Un* intention of beginning work on 
the foundation this spring. 
The monument w ill Ie* an ob** 
lisk of limestone and concrete 351 
feet high, the tallest with th** ex­ 
ception of the "Washington monu­ 
ment of any other shaft of the kind 
in th** world. 
The base 
will 
be 
forty-three feet square, with a room 
eighteen feet square in the interior 
tor 
th** 
storing of relies. 
It is 
planned to have the shalt complet­ 
ed some time early in th** coming 
autumn and to dedicate it October 
22, 1917.

many 
benefits for the membership, but in 
a like manner benefits the general 
public. 
The business man being 
a consumer as well as a retailer 
must of necessity purchase wares 
other than those handled by him­ 
self, and through the channels of 
th** retail dealer. 
This being true, 
it is not reasonable to suppose that 
is the friend of th** creditor and re­ 
tailers* organization 
that 
would 
work a hardship on himself, as a 
consumer, likewise his customers. 
In the first place, the association 
Is the friend o ft he creditor and re­ 
tailer, working hand in hand to 
Letter the conditions of both. 
In my experience in association 
work, I know of no association of 
retail merchants which does not 
contain some or all of th** follow­ 
ing reclarations in the constitution 
and by-laws, in setting forth their 
aims and objects, viz.: to advance 
business interests of th** city, to 
abate trade abuses, illegitim ate and 
pernicious practices 
Jo foster 
a 
friendly feeling and spirit of co-op­ 
eration and 
loyalty’ between 
the 
citizens an*! th** different branches 
of trade in the city and also to fur­ 
nish er**dit ratings appertaining to 
people to whom credit is extended, 
which shows their manner of pay­ 
ing til** acounts they have made. 
W e all hear the cry about the 
“ High Tost of Living .” and in most 
every city the retailer and the as­ 
sociation 
get s 
the 
blame, 
and 
especially the association 
as 
the 
public contends that it is a price 
setting organization. 
To those who 
entertain such an idea let me say, 
“ be at once undeceived,” as such 
procedure is not considered or even 
I ole* at cd by any association. 
Upon the shoulders of the retail­ 
ers w ill be found the budget con­ 
taining 
th** 
world’s 
burden. 
Through organization w’p are trying 
to equalize this load, placing same 
where the many and not the fey? 
must aid. thus establishing co-op­ 
eration of equality. 
In poverty or 
wealth, in sickness or health, in 
life or death, the call is always up­ 
on this burden bearer. 
In times 
of pUnty and good health all goes 
well. but when times are hard and 
work scarce, he is asked to extend 
credit, without limit, although no 
definite promise of payment can 
be assured, he is expected to grant 
the favor without a murmur. Again 
when the sad reaper 
(death) 
ap­ 
pears, many times credit is neces­ 
sary that we may b** able to make 
proper arrangement^ for the last 
sad rites. 
It is then, as w ell as 
at all other times, that the abused 
and oppressed retailer comes to 
the rescue, proving his real worth. 
Yet, for all these favors, how many 
people abuse their credit and also 
the merchant who 
extended 
the 
same. 
Such actions as these, by' those 
asking for credit, have caused the 
necessity of forming a crc*dit rat­ 
ing bureau for the protection of

HUMIDITY OF HEATED ROOMS 
IS HARMFUL, SAYS DR 
RAVENEL. 


WEAKENS THE RESPIRATORY TRACT 


Discomfiture 
From 
Overheating 
Is Largely Due to the Lack 
of Sufficient Moisture 
in the Air.

“No one doubts ihe necessity of 
an abundance of pure fresh air, but 
we are only beginning to under­ 
stand 
the 
fundam ental principles 
underlying ventilation," Dr. M. P. 
Ravenel, of the d e p a rtm e n t of pre­ 
ventive m edicine of th e University 
of Missouri, says. 
‘‘Every one has 
experienced th e discom fort of an 
overheated room. 
To what 
is it 
due? 
As air is heated its capacity 
to 
hold 
m o istu re 
is 
increased. 
Therefore, in our w e a th e r reports 
the am ount of m o istu re is alw ays 
spoken 
of 
a s 
relative humidity. 
When we heat our houses, the a ir 
in the house becom es drier, or, in 
other words, its capacity to hold 
moisture is increased. 
The sense 
of discomfort from o v e rh ea tin g is' 
largely due to the luck of moist un- 
in the air. 
“Some 
interesting 
observations 
have recently been m ade by an ob­ 
server of the United States w eather 
bureau in Topeka, Has. 
His exam ­ 
inations were m ade three times, a 
day over a period of forty days of 
typical weather. 
Ile selected an 
ordinary steam heated, well .venti­ 
lated office, kept 'at 
an 
avera 
tem perature 
of 
approxim ately 72 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
The average 
relative humidity for this tim e was 
23 per cent, w hereas the outdoor 
humidity in Topeka for the same 
time averaged 82 per cent. 
“ in Death Valley, notoriously one 
of the most arid spots on earth, tin- 
average humidity during tho sum 
mer of 1891 was 23. 
Tither dry 
places in the country averaged as 
follows: 
Yuma, Ariz., 35 per cent; 
Santa Fe, N. M., 29; Pueblo, Colo., 
38 per cent. 
“ In a large institution n u m erous 
exam inations over a considerable 
length ol time showed that the rel­ 
ative hum idity was oftentim es as 
low as 25 per cent, producing great 
discomfort. 
T he 
introduction

In the world of trade there arc a few 
great names that rise high above the 
rest-—compelling attention, admiration 
and profitable following.
